Springfield, III., March 20.—[Special.J—A 
project is on foot to place all the coal mines 
‘of Illinois under the control of a single com- 
pany, with a capital of $75,000,000. The com- 
bination will control more than 900 mines 
throughout the State. The total product of 
these mines last year was in round numbers 
$0,000,000 tons, and they gave employment 
to 87,000 men, not including office help. 

Herman Justi of Chicago, one of the 
well-known coal operators in the State, is 
said to be the leading spirit in the plan of 
consolidation. Articles of incorporation will 

de taken out in New Jersey. 
. Plans Recently Made. 

The project was quietly discussed at the 
recent meeting of the Illinois Coal Operators’ 
association and approved by leading mine 
owners of the State. Agents were sent to 
Pittsburg to study the workings of the com- 


bination whieh controls 95 per cent of the 


mines in that district. These agents report 
that the plan works successfully. It gives 
. the Pittsburg operators special advantages in 
large contracts—advantages not 
possessed by individual operators. One con- 


- ‘fact alone called for 500,000 tons, but with 


the orders distributed among the mines con- 
trolied by the combination they were filled 
Without delay. | 

"With the mines of Illinois in a similar com- 
nation, the operators think they would be 
in a position to fill similar contracts. 


Installing New Machinery. 

Before the final papers of incorporation 
ate secured it is the intention of the indi- 
Vidual operators of the Illinois fields to have 
their mines put in first-class condition for 
rapid culmination of the plans. For some 
time the Illinois coal mines have been un- 


dergoing repairs both under ground * on 


the top works. New machinery of the lat- 
est design has been installed, and in several 
bases electric power plants, for the opera- 
ton of electric locomotives, have been added 
to the mine equipments. _ 
mm addition to these improvements several 
Operators are now contemplating the in- 
stallation of electric mining machines. 


_ Project Meets with Favor. 

The project, so far as it has been dis- 
used, has met with so much favor that it is 
not believed that drastic measures will be re- 

Med to force any individual operators to 
Come to terms.

Altgeld Democrats Organize 
to Defeat the Harrison 
Machine at the 
Polls. 


JOS, ERRANT HEADS MOVE 


He Is Chairman, C. A. Williams 
Secretary, and Scores of 
Others Joining the 
Revolt. 


CHANGE IN BETTING ODDS. 


Under the name of the “ Anti-Boodle, Anti- 
Boss, Anti-Burke Democracy "’ Altgeld Dem- 
ocrats organized yesterday to fight Mayor 
Carter H, Harrison and the Burke-Harrison 
machine, Headquarters were opened at the 
Tremont House, and from there an active 
fight, covering every ward in the city, will be 
directed. A vigorous campaign is to be made 
for Judge Hanecy as a rebuke to ring rule in 
the Democratic party. With the leaders 
of the Altgeld Democracy, representing the 
43,000 ** Altgeld Democrats of Chicago, it 
is said, that the John P. Hopkins-Thomas 
Gahan-Roger Sullivan faction of the party 
will operate to defeat Harrison at the polls. 

As the preliminary step Joseph Errant, 
chairman of the Altgeld Executive commit- 
tee in the Mayoralty fight of two years ago, 
was made chairman of the new organization, 
and Charles A. Williams, one of the ex-Gov- 
ernor’s most trusted political lieutenants, 
Secretary. Every follower of John P. Alt- 
geld is to be brought into the ranks. 


Many to Take the Stump. 

With this movement more than thirty 
prominent Democrats practically declared 
for Judge Hanecy and many of them will 
take the stump for him. Allied with these 
forces are several men who held municipal 
offices under, Harrison's first administration, 
while a number of Democratic Aldermen are 
planning to work against Harrison at the 
polls. 

Clarence 8. Darrow is one of the men who 
will direct this fight on the present Mayor 
by men of his own party. 

I shall not vote for Carter Harrison,“ 
said Mr. Darrow. “I hope to see Judge 
Hanecy elected. I shall be with Hanecy, 
for he is the only man who can accomplish 
Harrison's defeat this spring. I want to 
Harrison and Burke overthrown for the 


good of the eity.“ 


It is understood that personal letters are 
to be sent to each of the thousands of voters 
who signed John P. Altgeld’s petitions on 
which he became an independent candidate 
two years ago urging them to vote against 
Harrison. Each of these voters will be 
asked to join ward and precinct branches 
of the central organization.

Followed by Policemen. 

It is stated that the Harrison managers 
have become so alarmed by these defections 
from their ranks that city police are being 
used to shadow these men and report 
whom they meet and talk with. 

What do you think of Harrison?“ re- 
marked ex-State Senator Billy * O’Brien, 
business partner of John Powers, and a 
Democrat, to a friend yesterday. ‘He 
keeps two policemen at our place to see who 
comes in and with whom we talk!“ 

Other Democrats entered the Hanecy col- 
umn during the day. Carl A. Vogel declared 
against Harrison at the noon-day meeting 
of the Marquette club. M. V. Gannon, Pres- 
ident of the Nebraska Bryan club, and a 
life-long Democrat, also came out for the 
Republican candidate, charging the Burke- 
Harrison machine with having betrayed 
Bryan last fall. Martin P. McFadden, for- 
mer Assistant City Prosecuting Attorney, 
wrote a letter to Judge Hanecy pledging his 
support. 

Betting Odds Shift Rapidly. 

Betting odds shifted during the day until 
even money was offered and taken. A ter 
days ago wagers of 5 to 1 and 8 to 1 were 
made that Harrison would win. 

Brief preliminary reports of the findings of 
the house-to-house canvass reached head- 
quarters during the day. Here are some of 
the statements: 

In the Seventh and Thirty-third Wards 
more than 1,600 followers of Altgeld, Hop- 
kins, and A. J, Jones are being organized 
and have signed anti-Harrison pledges. 

Of 300 members of one branch of the Brick- 
layers’ union who voted for Harrison two. 
years ago, 270 will be with Hanecy this 

ear. 

"In the Twenty-first Ward 200 anti-Quinn 
Democrats are organizing to vote for Hanecy. 

In the Fifteenth Ward, of eighty German- 
Americans who voted for Harrison in 1899, all 
but one declared for Hanecy. 

Less than 10 per cent of the members of 
the Nebraska Bryan club declared for Har- 


rison when a poll was made, 


HITS JEFFRIES INTHE JAW 


“BULL” FLAHERTY LANDS ON 
COUNTENANCE OF CHAMPION. 


Saloonkeeper Expresses His Opinion 
That the Fight with Sharkey Was 
Not “on the Level” and Takes a 
Punch at the Premier Pugilist— 
Friends Intervene and the Fight 
Ends Without a Return Blow from 
the Visiting Pugilist. 


James J. Jeffries, the world's pugilistic 
champion, figured in an impromptu encoun- 
ter last night in a Halsted street saloon in 
which he came nearer losing the decision 
than he ever had before. 

At the conclusion of the heavyweight 
actor's show at the Academy of Music, Jef- 
fries, accompanied by one or two of his 
friends, went into the saloon of Dennis 
Foley, 79 Halsted street, just north of the 


Academy. There he found Bull Flaher-. 


ty, who conducts a Halsted street saloon 
and who has carried an abiding animosity 
toward the fighter ever since losing $500 
in New York through the defeat of Sharkey 
by Jeffries. 

Flaherty stepped up to the champion and 
introduced the subject of the Sharkey fight. 
Jeffries took the matter good-naturedly at 
first, but Flaherty was not in a pacific mood, 
and before bystanders could scarcely realize 
what had occurred they saw Flaherty land 
a blow squarely on Jeffries’ face. The fight- 
er was taken by surprise, but at once came 
back at his assailant. He was, however, 
prevented from striking Flaherty by Pro- 
prietor Foley and others who sprang be- 
tween the men. 

When Jeffries was attempting to resent 
the blow, Flaherty, it is claimed, made an 
attempt to draw a revolver, but was pre- 
vented, No further trouble occurred, and in 


2 little time the Jeffries partysleft the place. 


Cooke’s Story of the Row. 

Both Jeffries and Flaherty were reticent 
about the affair when seen later in the even- 
ing. Jeffries said men in his position were 
subject to incidents of the kind and that he 
did not think them worthy of consideration. 

Ed Cooke, who is associated with W. A. 
Brady in the management of the Jeffries 
show, gave the following story of the affair: 

At the conclusion of the show Mr. Jeffries 
with some friends went into Foley’s. While 
he was standing at the bar a stranger came 
up and said: ‘* How to do, Mr. Jeffries?’ ; 

Jeffries replied, ‘ How do you do?’ 

Lou owe me $500." 

“*T guess you've got another guess com- 
ing. How do I owe you $5007" 

Well, I bet $500 on Sharkey and Sharkey 
lost.’ 

All that I can say to that,’ responded 
Jeffries, is that the next time I fight you get 
on the right side.’ 

“Then the stranger made a pass—I think 
he was merely waving his hand at a friend— 
and somebody said, ‘Look out, Jeffries,’ 
thinking the man was reaching for a gun.“ 

Jeffries’ face showed no marks of a blow. 


Flaherty Tells Why He Hit a Champion. 

Flaherty when seen at his saloon admit- 
ted that he had struck Jeffries and said 
the force of the blow had knocked the cham- 
pion back against a table. I was dead 
sore over the Sharkey affair,” declared 
Flaherty, and made up my mind to ten 
Jeffries what I thought of it. I would have 
shot him if it had been necessary to defend 
myself, as he is a bigger man than I am, but 
he did not seem to be so bad a man to 
handle.“ 

Jack Flaherty is well known in pugilistic 
circles, having managed several fighters and 
seconded a number of others. He is a fa- 
miliar figure at local exhibitions and has 
the reputation of betng ready to fight at the 
drop of the hat. Before engaging in the 
saloon business he traveled for a number 


of years with minstrel shows. 


Denis Foley, the proprietor of the saloon 
at which last night’s trouble occurred, is 
under indictment for keeping a a gambling- 
house.

MYSTERY IN GIRL'S FATE 


POLICE BELIEVE YOUNG MAY CoM- 
STOCK IS DEAD IN LAKE. 


Wearing Apparel Found on the Shore 
at Sixty-third Street Leads to the 
Supposition That Benton Harbor 
Girl Who Was Studying Music in 
Chicago Took Her Own Life—Father 
Has Theory That Kidnapers Are 
Holding Her for Ransom, 


A woman's hat, a pair of kid gloves, a 
mackintosh, and a postal card which in its 
context gives no hint of a morbid purpose, 
furnish clews to what the police believe to 


the American Conservatory of Music, 2 
Wabash avenue. The articles, known to 
have been the property of Miss Comstock, 
were found yesterday morning on the shore 
of the lake, near Sixty-third street. The lake 
was dragged for the girl's body, but without 
result. 

Miss Comstock is missing from her board- 
ing place at 240 North Union street, the res!- 
dence of Mrs. A. Baxter. The girl, who was 16 
years old, left the house at 2 o’clock on Tues- 
day afternoon, and has not since been seen 
by Mrs. Baxter, although she has been traced 
until 3 o'clock, when she left her music 
school. She was not known to have been de- 
spondent. 

The missing girl was the daughter of John 
Comstock, a wealthy resident of Benton 
Harbor, Mich. The father arrived in Chi- 
cago last evening. 

1 do not believe my daughter has com- 
mitted suicide,” he said. “ I suspect she has 
been kidnaped. I will spare no expense in an 
endeavor to clear away the mystery.“ 


Finds Clews to Suicide. 


The first suggestion of a suicide came 
from the discovery of James O'Donnell. a 
teamster, who found the mackintosh, the 
hat, the gloves, and the postal card, which 
was inside the hat. The postal bore the sig- 
nature of Sarah L. Wright, 740 North Park 
avenue. It was addressed to May Comstock, 
Benton Harbor, Mich., and was of a personal 
nature. 

O'Donnell notified the Woodlawn police, 
and Captain O'Neil hurried to the lake with 
a patrol wagon. Dragnets and hooks were 
brought into service, and the lake between 
Sixtieth and Sixty-sixth streets was dragged 
for the body. Captain O'Neill finally con- 
cluded that the body had been carried out 
into the lake by the offshore winds. 

From Mrs. Wright the police learned that 
Miss Comstock boarded with Mrs. A. Baxter, 
240 North Union street. From Mrs. Baxter it 
was ascertained that Miss Comstock had 
been in Chicago only a short time, and that 
her parents live in Benton Harbor, Mich. 
The girl, said Mrs. Baxter, had been a steady 
student at the Wabash avenue music school. 


Leaves to Take Music Lesson. 


| Mr. Baxter decided that Miss Comstock 
left the house about 2 o'clock on Tuesday 
afternoon, carrying her violin case and an 
umbrella, with the intention of taking her 
music lesson. Nothing was said, nor did her 
actions indicate that she was despondent or 
contemplated suicide. The girl had always 
been of a happy disposition. 

At the music school it was found that Miss 


Comstock had been there on Tuesday after- 


noon at 3 o'clock, and had taken her music 
lesson. She left her violin case and um- 
brella at the conservatory. She gave no hint 
of suicide nor did she appear despondent. 

Park Policeman T. E. Richards declares 
that about 6 o’clock on Tuesday evening he 
saw a girl walking over the viaduct at 
Sixty-third street in Jackson Park, towards 
the lake. The girl was dressed in a mackin- 
tosh and hat which looked like the ones found 
near the lake. The policeman did not fol- 
low her, as her actions gave no indications 
that she contemplated suicide. 

Captain O'Neil believes that the girl com- 
mitted suicide. 

„ All her actions,” he said, point to that 
theory. It was unusual for her to leave her 
violin at the conservatory, and she must have 
had some purpose in view. Overstudy, per- 
haps, unbalanced her mind.“ 


Girl's Mother Prostrated. 

Benton Harbor, Mich., March 20.—[{Spe- 
cial‘]—May Comstock is the, daughter of 
John Comstock, a retired California fruit 
grower of considerable means, He left for 
Chicago this afternoon with the determine- 
tion of unraveling the mystery of her dis- 
appearance.

COURTS FACE A MUTINY. 


WITNESSES TIRE OF FOLLOWING 
THE ELUSIVE JOHNSON CASE. 


Prosecution of Alleged Purse Snatcher

After following a case in its journeyings as 
scheduled above for two weeks, the witnesses 
called to appear for and against William 
Johnson, charged with theft, mutinied yes- 
terday in Judge Gibbons’ court, which is the 
last stage so far reached in the travels of the 
case. Only one witness remained in the 
courtroom, and he threatened to join the 
strikers unless he be permitted to attend a 
matinée performance. He said he would 
leave the theater if the case should be 
reached in court, and the concession was 
granted to save the only witness available. 

During the shuttlecock progress of the 
case from court to court the patience of the 
witnesses, summoned each time and not 
given an opportunity to testify, gave way, 
and when the sixth halt was called yesterday | 
they walked out. 

Only One Witness Saved. 

Some of the principal witnesses for the 
prosecution refused to appear at all, and 
those who came rebelled against remaining 
during the day after the case had been post- 
poned from the morning session-to the after- 
noon. The matinée witness was saved by 
the concession made him. Other witnesses 
threatened that they would testify against 
the side by which they had been summoned 
if the case were not given an immediate 
hearing. 

Johnson is accused of having snatched a 
pocketbook from a woman in Eighteenth 
street a month ago. The case had been set 
for hearing six times, beginning in Judge 
Holdom's court two weeks ago. Each time 
the hearing has been crowded out. 

From Judge Holdom’s court the case was 
carried to Judge Tuley’s court. Later it 
was dropped from the docket. It was taken 
up again and called in Judge Holdom's 
court, but retraced its course to Judge Tuley’s 
court, where it failed again to secure a 
hearing. 

Case Finally “ Rests.” 

Then the case got a fresh start and began 
in Judge Brentano’s court, where it failed, 
and was sent to Judge Gibbons’ court. It 
was called there for yesterday morning, was 
postponed until the afternoon, the witnesses 
struck, and the case was not reached. 

Just now the case is resting. Those who 
have followed its progress say it is preparing 
for a fresh start. Where it will go or how 
long it will continue its travels is a matter 
of doubt, but it seems that deputies with 
lassos will be needed to round-up the wit- 
nesses. -

Dr. J. H. Raymond Leaves West Virgin- 
ia University — Former Member of 


Faculty Sues Him for Damages. 


Wheeling, W. Va.. March 20.—[Special. ]— 
Differences in the West Virginia University, 
at Morgantown, resulted this morning in the 
acceptance by the Board of Regents of Presi- 
dent Jerome H. Raymond's resignation, his 
departure for Europe, and later the attach- 
ment upon fegal proceedings of all the 
former President’s personal belongings. 
The latter step was taken to hold the prop- 
erty to await the result of several damage 
suits against Dr. Raymond, the biggest of 
which was brought by Dr. J. W. Hartigan, for 
$25,000 damages for being dismissed from the 
faculty. 

As soon as President Raymond's resigna- 
tion was accepted he left Morgantown for 
New York, accompanied by his wife. They 
will tour Europe until next year, when Dr. 
Raymond will resume his connection with the 
University of Chicago. 

Dr. Hartigan claims he was forced out of 
the faculty by Dr. Raymond's bitter opposi- 
tion. Hartigan alleges he was slandered. 
After a conference with his attorneys today 
he decided to seize Dr. Raymond's personal 
effects. Enough has been taken to guaran- 
tee the costs of the suits.

“the people who come to them have been sent 
nere from St. Louis. 

“Of course,“ said Mrs. Flower, we have 
no proof that St. Louis people deliberately 
ship us their dependents, but from the stories 
told by some of the people that is the con- 
clusion to be reached. Something should 
be done to check the evil. It throws a burden 
upon the charities of Chicago that is quite 
unwarranted.“ 

Superintendent Bicknell assented to this 
statement and added that between being the 
“home of the hobo and the “ pauper’s 

ge, Chicago was in a fair way to have 
ttle room left for the citizen of average 


‘Danville Sends a Whole Family. 

Danville, Ill., recently attempted to dis- 
pose of a dependent family by buying tick-

The man was willing 
to stay in Chicago if received hospitably, and 
if not he hoped he would be sent to Iowa 
or St. Louis, or perhaps to a little town in 
where he had worked years ago.

Father and son divided the chief favors 
which a large audience bestowed yesterday 
afternoon upon the performance of “ A, Pair 
of Spectacles.” What delightful acting John 
Hare would do in once more bringing before 
the Chicago public the character of lovable 
Benjamin Goldfinch was to be known by the 
simple task of memory consulting. What 
Gilbert Hare would do with the role of harsh 
Gregory Goldfinch was not to be known be- 
forehand. 

What he did do was to give an admirably 
consistent character sketch of the stern indi- 
vidual “‘ who had heard that story before.“ 
His makeup, though patterned after that of 
Mr. Groves, the original of the character, 
was not the least of the merits of the im- 
presonation. It must be that John Hare 
has determined that his son shall gain fame 
as he himself did—by playing old men’s parts.

Miss Irene Vanbrugh was seen in the part

Mr. Grundy’s clever transfer of an amusing 
but instructive conceit from French to Eng- 
lish soil deals in fact with only the con- 
trasting characters of the kindly Benjamin 
and his unkind brother. And of the two it 
is Benjamin who dominates every scene. 
Rightly enough, as far as America may 
know, the character has been judged the 
most artistic Mr. Hare ever drew. Though 
the humor in the play itself occasionally runs 
close to the merriment of farce, the actor’s 
delineation is one of the truest and gentlest 
comedy.

It is today that King Edward recelves in 
audience Lord Herries, the Roman Catholic 
peer who is moving an inquiry in the House 
of Lords as to whether the wording of the 
King’s coronation oath cannot be modified 
in such a way as to eliminate those phrases 
thereof in which the Roman Catholic creed 
is denounced as “ idolatrous,"’ as well as 
all other words contained therein that are 
calculated to slight the religious feelings 
of the ten millions or more of Roman Cath- 
olics who are subject to King Edward's 
rule. 

The audience today is for the purpose of 
enabling Lord Herries to present a petition 
to the sovereign about the matter, and, by 
the King’s special directions, it is to be a 
public instead of a private audience, as he 
is anxious that his personal views about 
the matter should be made known to his 
Roman Catholic subjects. 

Lord Herries is one of the most Influential 
and richest of Roman Catholic peers. He is 
maternally descended from the second Lord 
Who conveyed Mary Queen of 
Scots on his own horse, after the fatal 
battle of Langside, to his castle of Carlave- 
rock, whence she crossed the Solway on her 
last journey to England. The Maxwells of 
Herries were loyal adherents of the Stuarts 
to the last, and the ninth Lord Herries, who 
was also fifth Earl of Nithsdale, was tried, 
convicted of high treason 
demned to the forfeiture of all his honors, 
and to suffer death, in his devotion to the 
He escaped the scaffold, 
in a most romantic fashion by 
changing clothes with his devoted wife, a 
member of the Herbert family, managed to 
get away from England, and died a quarter 
of a century later at Rome, leaving an only 
son, William, who, in his turn, had an only 
daughter, Winifred. The latter married a 
son of Sir Carneby Haggerston Constable, 
and it was their grandson, William Constable 
Maxwell, who obtained from the crown in 
1858 a reversal of the attainder of his great- 
great-grandfather’s honors, and was de- 
clared by the Committee of Privileges of the 
House of Lerds to have made out his claim 
to the ancient barony of Herries, which was 
alone heritable through the female line, 
whereas the Earldom of Nithsdale, being re- 
stricted to the male line, could not betevived 
In the person of the late Lord Herries. 
died in 1876, and bis son, the present Lord 
Herries, had his Scotch peerage transformed 
into an English one, giving him a seat in 
the House of Lords, some seventeen years 


Lord Herries has no son, but two daugh- 
eldest of whom, the 
Gwendolen, will, at his death, inherit his 
Scotch though not his English peerage, and 
will become Baroness Herries in her own 
right, the peerage being inherited at her 
death, but not until then, by her son, or, 
male issue, by her eldest daughter, 
or, should she die unmarried, by her younger 
sister, Angela.

The Hon. Joseph Constable Maxwell 
Scott and bis wife are well known in 


this country, where they have extensive in- 


terests, and to which they are both of them 
frequent visitors. Their Scotch country 
seat, Abboteford Melrose, is familiar to al- 
most every American tourist who has visited 
the United Kingdom as the historic home 
of Sir Walter Scott. It is expected that 
among the distribution of honors which is 
to signalize the coronation King Edward will 
confer a baronetcy upon Mr. Constable Max- 
well Scott, in which event his eldest son, 
who bears the name of Walter, and who is 
an officer in the army, would eventually 
revive the name of the famous Scotch nov- 
elist, at Abbotsford, as Sir Walter Scott. 

Lord Herries, besides having four brothers, 
the youngest of whom, Walter by name, 
tought as a Papal Zouave at the battle of 
Mentana, has besides eight sisters, no less 
than five of whom are nuns. He is Lord 
Lieutenant both of the East Riding of York- 
shire in England and of the County of Kirk- 
cudbright in Scotland. He is equally popu- 
lar and influential on both sides of the bor- 
der. His Scotch country seat, Kinharvie 
Castle, is not far from Dumfries, and the 
view from the windows ranges from the 
heathery heights of Criffel on the north to 
the deep woods that encircle the ruined 
Sweetheart Abbey on the South. 

His English country seat is at Everingham 
Park, in Yorkshire. The park is superbly 
timbered, one of its greatest charms being 
the gigantic cedars, which are said to be the 
largest in England. The most striking fea- 
ture of the mansion is the private chapel— 
or, rather, church—erected in the purest 
Italian style, and adorned with fine paint- 
ings and much beautiful Italian statuary. 
The library is wonderfully valuable, contain- 
ing, among other treasures, an illuminated 
folio antiphonal used in York Minster in 
ante-reformation days, besides many inter- 
esting and priceless archives relating to the 
historic Scotch house of which Lord Her- 
ries is the present representative. Lady 
Herries is a sister of Lord Howard of Glos- 
sop, of the widowed Marchioness of Bute, 
and of the Countess of Loudoun. 

I would only add that there is no founda- 
tion for the story which some time ago went 
the round of the English newspapers, and 
which was extensively copied on this side 
of the water, under the heading of “A Lost 
Harl, according to which the rightful Earl 
of Nithsdale is living in this country. This 
claimant is said to be descended from the 
third Earl of Nithsdale and seventh Lord 
Herries. But, inasmuch as there are no es- 
tates going with the Earldom of Nithsdale, 
and the latter does not carry with it a seat 
in the House of Lords, and as, moreover, it 


would cost an immense amount of money to 


go through all the legal formalities to secure 
a revival of the earldom, even if the descent 
in the male line without a break could be 
shown, there is no likelihood of the actual 
appearance upon the scene of another Earl 


of Nithsdale.

Garbage by Drying. 


‘Members of the Hull House Woman's club 
decided yesterday afternoon that the cull- 
nary art is in a fair way of becoming one of 
the lost arts. Women are devoting their at- 
tention to a multitude of things, clubs in- 
cluded, whereas the good old housekeepers 
of New England used to spend their days in 
the kitchen, is one of the reasons. Gas 
stoves never will equal brick ovens, was an- 
other of the complaints. Mrs. Cronk, a resi- 
dent of Hull House, and an expert in do- 
mestic science, agreed with the members of 
the club largely.

They were 
stored in long rows up in the attic and they 
always froze hard. There never wasa mince 
pie equal to one of those that had frozen and 
was thawed out just before dinner.“ 

This was the limit as far as the number 
of pies baked at one time went. The next 
speaker told about the size of some of the pies 
that used to be made. 

„ have seen a pie, she said, “ baked in 
a bake kettle that was as thick as your 
finger is long and correspondingly large in 
It was a custard pie and was 
taken from the kettle in sections.’’ 

From pies the discussion turned to other 
articles of cookery. The same complaint 
was made that no bread nor buiscuit nor cake 
of the present day equals the articles com- 
mon to every New England table fifty or 
sixty years ago. The women became fairly 
hungry over the discussion. 

Mrs. Cronk spoke of the modern kitchen. 
All she had to say was in defense of its 
conveniences and she admitted the short- 
comings of its results. She advised women 
who. used stoves in their kitchens to burn 
their garbage. She described how garbage 
could be dried by attaching a device to the 
stovepipe, after which it can be burned in 
the stove. She said this can be accomplished 
without smell.
